* Anasterisk or a t dagger is used to mark the beg 
of a portion of instructions which will be worked 
more than once; thus “rep from * twice”’ 
means after working the instructions once, repeat 
the instructions following the asterisk twice more 
(3 times in all). 


= The number after an equal sign indicates the 
number of sts you should have when the rnd 
immediately preceding the equal sign has been 
completed. 


( ) Parentheses are used to enclose instructions 
which should be worked the exact number of times 
specified immediately following the parentheses. 
They are also used to set off and clarify a group of 
sts that are to be worked all into the same spor st. 


{ ] Brackets and ( ) parentheses are used to 
provide additional information to clarify 
instructions. 


tA pair of daggers is used to identify a portion of 
instructions ina rnd that will be repeated again 
later in the same rnd. 


This Coverlet can be made in 
any of the following threads: 


itGwrreos QUICK CROCHET 
THREAD: 

SIZES: Twin size measures approx 58” x 98” 

(7 squares x 12 squares) 

Full size measures approx 74” x 98” (9 squares x 
12 squares) 

MATERIALS: Empress Quick Crochet Thread in 
White, 65 balls for twin size or 84 balls for full size; 
aluminum crochet hook size D (or size required for 
gauge). 
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next 6 dc; * work (dc, ch 2, dc) inch-2 spattip of 
petal: dc in each of next 7 dc, sk last dc of petal, 
scinSrdch of ch-5; sk first dc of next petal, dcin 
each of next 7 dc; rep from * 3 times, ending last 
rep by joining withasl stin top of ch-3. 

Rnd 5: * Scinnextdc, (ch 4, sk 2 dc, sc in next dc) 
twice; work (sc, ch3, sc) inch-3 sp at tip of petal, 
sc innextdc; (ch 4, sk 2dc, scin next dc) twice, 
sk last dc of petal: sc in next sc, sk first dc of next 
petal; rep from * 3 times, join withasl stin beg sc. 
Rnd 6: Sistinnextch-4sp, ch3, 3dcinsame sp; 
4dcinnextch-4 sp, * work (2dc, ch3, 2 dc) in ch-3 
sp at tip of petal for corner; (4 dc in next ch-4 sp) 
twice, sk next sc, dc in nextsc; sk next sc, (4dcin 
next ch-4 sp) twice; rep from * 3 times, ending last 
rep by joining with asl stin top of ch-3. 

Rnd 7: Ch3, dcineach of next 9 dc; * work (2 dc, 
ch3, 2dc) in corner sp, dc in each of next 21 dc; 
rep from * 3times, ending last rep by working dcin 
each of rem 11 dc; join with asl stin top of beg | 
ch-3. 

Rnd 8: Ch 4, (sk onedc, dcinnextdc, ch 1) 5 
times; * sk next dc, work (dc, ch 1, dc, ch 3, dc, 

ch 1, dc) incorner sp; ch 1, (sk onedc, dc in next 
dc, ch 1) 12 times; rep from * 3 times, ending last 
rep by working (sk onedc, dc in nextdc, ch 1) 6 
times; join with asl stin 3rd ch of beg ch-4. 

Rnd 9: Si st in next ch-1 sp, work beg cluster in 
same sp; (ch 1, cluster in next ch-1 sp) 6 times; ch 
1, * work (cluster, ch 3, cluster) inch-3 corner sp, 
ch 1; (cluster in next ch-1 sp, ch 1) 15 times; rep 
from * 3 times, ending last rep by working (cluster 
innext ch-1 sp, ch1) 8 times; join with asl stintop 
of beg cluster. 

Rnd 10: Si stin next ch-1 sp, ch 4; (dcin next 
ch-1 sp, ch 1) 6 times; * work (dc, ch 1, dc, ch3, 
dc, ch 1, dc) incorner sp, ch 1; (dc in next ch-1 sp, 
ch 1) 16 times; rep from * 3 times, ending last rep 
by working (dc in next ch-1 sp, ch 1) 9times, join 
withaslstin 3rd ch of ch-4. 

Rnd 11: Ch 2, (hdc in next ch-1 sp, hdc in next dc) 
8 times; * work (hdc. 2 dc, hdc) incorner ch-3 sp; 
(hdc in next de, hdc in next ch-1 sp) 19 times, 

hdc in next dc; rep from * 3 times, ending last rep 
by working (hdc in next dc, hdc in next ch-1 sp) 
11,.times; join. with as! st in top of beg ch-2. Finish 
off, weave inallends. 


ASSEMBLING 


Coverlet in Empress Quick Crochet Thread is 

7 squares wide by 12 squares long for twin size or 
9 squares wide by 12 squares long for full size. 

In Puritan or Giant Thread, coverlet is 10 

squares wide by 16 squares long for twin size or 
13 squares wide by 16 squares long for full size. 
Arrange squares having last st of each square 


GAUGE: One square = 8” 
IN PURITAN OR GIANT THREAD: 


SIZES: Twin size measures approx 61” x 97” 


facing same edge of coverlet. To join, hold two 
squares with right sides tog. Carefully matching 
sts and working in outer Ips only, begin dc at 
corner and sew with overcast st (Fig 7) in 
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(10 squares x 16 squares) 
Full size measures approx 79” x 97’’ (13 squares x 
16 squares) 


MATERIALS: Puritan Thread in 250-yd balls 
White, 32 balls for twin size or 42 balls for full size 
or Giant Thread in 550-yd balls White, 15 balls for 
twin size or 20 balls for full size; steel crochet hook 
size 5 (or size required for gauge). 


GAUGE: One square = 6” 


INSTRUCTIONS 


With Empress Quick Crochet Thread, make 84 
Squares for twin size or 108 squares for full size. 
With Puritan or Giant Thread, make 160 squares 
for twin size or 208 squares for full size. 


SQUARE 


Ch6, join withaslsttoformaring. 

Rnd 1: Work beg cluster as follows: ch3, t YO, 
insert hook in ring and draw up 1/2” Ip, YO and 
draw through 2 Ips on hook t; YO and draw 
through 2 Ips now on hook [beg cluster made]. 
“Ch 2, work cluster as follows: rep from t tot 
twice, YO and draw through 3 Ips now on hook 
[cluster made]. Rep from * 6 times more, ch 2, 
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corresponding sts of both squares across, ending 
in dc at next corner. Join squares first into rows; 
then join rows in same manner. Be sure to sew 
each 4-corner junction securely. Weave in all 
ends. Lightly steam press joinings on wrong side. 


EDGING 


Hold coverlet with right side facing and any edge 
across top. With same size hook used for making 
squares, join withasl|stin first hdc after 4-st 
group at upper right-hand corner. 

Rnd 1: Ch 4, sk one hdc; * t work (dc in next st, ch 
1, sk one st) across motif to joining; sk dc (used in 
joining), dc in joining, sk next dc (used in joining); 
rep from t to hdc before 4-st group at corner; work 
(dcinnextst, ch 1) 6 times, sk next hdc: rep from * 
around rem sides and corners, ending last rep by 
working (dc in next st, ch 1) 5 times; join withaslst 
in 3rd ch of beg ch-4. 

Rnd 2: Ch 2, hdc in each ch-1spandineachdc 
around; join witha sl stin top of beg ch-2. Finish 
off, weave in allends.
